Mayor Stephen Mandel says 
the time to get a downtown 
arena deal done is much 
shorter than people think, 
because the public is tired 
of the on-again, off-again 
nature of the negotiations. 

In a year-end interview 
with Metro, Mandel said the 
deadline was approaching 
fast. 

“I think it is sooner than 
people think it is. People 
are tired of it and I don’t 
blame them. The public is 
tired of this damned thing,” 
an obviously frustrated 
Mandel said. 

Mandel said the public 
wants the talk to end and 


the action to begin. 

“One way or the other 
people want it off their 
table now. More and more 
people come up to me and 
say we want it done one 
way or the other and that 
isn’t good.” 

After a break imposed in 
October, council voted to re¬ 
open negotiations with the 
Katz Group last week. The 
next scheduled update on 
the project is scheduled to 
come to council on Jan. 23. 

Mandel said he doesn’t 
know where those negotia¬ 
tions might lead. 

“I am encouraged; I 
wouldn’t say optimistic.” 

Despite his concerns 
about the negotiations, 
Mandel said the project is 
still absolutely critical for 
the city’s downtown and he 
wants to see it built. 

“If it wasn’t as important 
as I think it is, I wouldn’t be 
spending all this time on it 
to try to bring it to fruition. 
I think a new arena down¬ 
town will be a catalyst.”

Just days after a gunman 
killed 20 children and six 
adults at a school in New¬ 
town, Conn., two Edmonton 
teens have been criminally 
charged after threaten¬ 
ing to hurt “a number of 
people.” 

On Friday night, hours 
after the Newtown tragedy, 
a threatening post was 
made on an Internet chat 
room allegedly written by a 
16-year-old Edmonton boy. 

The FBI contacted the 
Edmonton Police Service 
(EPS) about the threat, 
which was made on an .org 
open forum. 

The threat was also 
reported to the EPS through 
an online complaint website. 

Within six hours, EPS 
had the boy’s IP address 
and location and the teen 
was arrested. 

“Certainly we’re at a 
heightened state of aware¬ 
ness now in relation to 
the tragedy in the U.S. 
and I suspect that the U.S. 
authorities are obviously in 
a heightened state of aware¬ 
ness,” said Staff Sgt. Regan 
James at a press conference 
on Tuesday. 

In a second and separ¬ 
ate incident on Thursday, a 
15-year-old male allegedly 
sent a threatening text to 
an individual, which was 
reported to police. 

Both teens were crimin¬ 
ally charged on Monday 
with one count each of 
uttering threats dangerous 
to the public. 

James would not elabor¬ 
ate on the specifics of the 
threats or if the threats 
were made in relation to 
a school, stating only that 
“both threats involved hurt¬ 
ing a number of people.”

Undisclosed Merali 
expenses surface

Former Alberta Health CFO 
Allaudin Merali racked up 
tens of thousands of dollars 
in previously undisclosed ex¬ 
penses, new records released 
Monday reveal. 

New documents posted 
on the AHS website Monday 
show that the previously 
reported $346,000 worth of 
expenses Merali racked up 
during his time as the chief 
financial officer of Capital 


Health was not the whole 
picture. 

The total revealed during 
an external audit conducted 
last week was actually nearly 
$368,000, but the audit also 
revealed that in their initial 
response to FOIP requests, 
the government only released 
documentation supporting 
$311,000 in expenses. 

The new documents cover 
that gap accounting for ap¬ 
proximately $57,000. 

The new expenses include 
$380 at Edmonton’s Copper 
Pot Restaurant in July 2005, 
$520 at the Characters Res¬ 
taurant in Edmonton on 
Aug. 10, 2005, and $358.43 at 
Normand’s Restaurant in Ed¬ 
monton the next night. 

A $1,800 expense at the 
Ma37fair Golf and Country 
club released in the last 
FOIP request is explained 


in greater detail in the new 
documents as a golf club 
membership. 

There were also expenses 
for flowers and groceries, ap¬ 
parently for dinners hosted 
at Merali’s home. 

Wildrose Leader Danielle 
Smith said it shows the need 
for a more thorough look at 
expenses. 

“We need to see all of the 
expenses for all of the health 
regions and then if we find 
others where we have a simi¬ 
lar problem we need to call 
in the auditors again,” she 
said. 

An AHS spokesperson said 
they have better standards in 
place today and are looking 
past the expense issue. 

But Smith said the money 
adds up when it could have 
been spent on patients.

Premier Alison Redford 
would like the opposition to 
add more substance to the 
debate, but Wildrose leader 
Danielle Smith argues they 
are and if Redford wants less 
focus on government scan¬ 
dal, she should stop having 
them. 

In a year-end interview, 
Redford charged that the 
Wildrose are only criticiz¬ 
ing her government for past 
scandals without offering 
any substance of their own. 

“At the beginning of this 
session the opposition said 
it is not enough to criticize, 
we have to put forward 
constructive approaches to 
policy,” Redford said. “They 
should read their own press 


releases, they haven’t done 
that.” 

Smith said the vast major¬ 
ity of the Wildrose’s ques¬ 
tions have been about policy, 
but also said that if Redford 
wants to hear less about eth¬ 
ical scandals it’s within her 
own power. 

“She is just particularly 
thin-skinned when it comes 
to the ethical issues of her 
government and if she wants 
us to stop having questions 
about ethical scandals she 
should stop having ethical 
scandals,” said Smith. 

Redford said she isn’t sur¬ 
prised the opposition have 
taken the tack they have and 
she doesn’t expect change. 

“1 expect more from the 
opposition and 1 don’t mean 
that facetiously, 1 think they 
are going to continue along 
this path.” 

Smith said her party is fo¬ 
cused on improving govern¬ 
ment legislation and propos¬ 
ing new ideas but they won’t 
let go of the ethical lapses. 

“We don’t take no for an 
answer, we don’t take their 
brush-offs and their snarky 
comments as an answer.” 



Contract work on new LRT could start next year 



City council will be asked to help fund the work of preparing a 30-year 
contract for the southwest LRT early next year, contributed 


Edmonton city councillors can 
expect a request early in Feb- 
ruaiy for $30 million to take 
the first steps toward building 
a new LRT line in the city. 

The $ 30-million request 
will help the city prepare 
contract documents for the 
proposed public private 
partnership (P3) to build 
the southwest LRT line from 
downtown to Mill Woods, as 
well as move utilities that 
would be in the way of the 
project. 

Details of the request were 


presented to the LRT govern¬ 
ance board, a new advisory 
committee stacked with busi¬ 
ness people and other experts, 
to handle the details of the 
new project. 

Transportation manager 
Bob Boutilier said the re¬ 
quest will help the city hire 
the experts it needs to create 
a P3 contract for the project 
that will pass any litmus test. 

“A P3 is not a t 3 q)ical city 
process that we would use and 
the size of this project being 
$1.8 billion, it’s big business,” 


he said. 

“You are writing some¬ 
thing up today that has to 
be defendable 20 or 25 years 
from now.” 

A1 Maurer, former city 
manager and the chair of the 
advisory board, said he be¬ 
lieves the board overseeing 
the project will have the back¬ 
ground to help manage the 
day-to-day decisions and make 
sure the project is delivered 
on time. 

He said he believes the P3 
process should be good for the

Right now, the new headquar¬ 
ters for the Dovmtown Ed¬ 
monton Community League 
doesn’t look like much. 

But soon, it will be the 
first community league gath¬ 
ering space for a growing 
number of people living in 
the downtown core. 

Standing in an unheated 
building that hasn’t been 
inhabited since the 1990s, 


league officials and Edmon- 
ton-Centre Member of Par¬ 
liament Laurie Hawn an¬ 
nounced that the building on 
103 Street and 100 Avenue 
would be turned into the 
community league’s first- 
ever downtown space. 

“As the downtown popu¬ 
lation grows, so do the needs 
of our community. This fa¬ 
cility is going to provide a 


first step ... for program¬ 
ming and other opportun¬ 
ities we haven’t been able to 
provide,” said Chris Buyze, 
president of the DECL. 

The Government of Can¬ 
ada gave $16,264 through 
the Community Infrastruc¬ 
ture Improvement Fund, 
which will see upgrades to 
the mechanical and elec¬ 
trical systems in the building 


as well as renovations to a 
common area, secure office 
space, kitchenette and wash¬ 
rooms. 

“Projects like this, smaller 
community projects, make 
the quality of life better. It’s 
critical that we start grass¬ 
roots, at the local level,” said 
Havm during the announce¬ 
ment. 

The new space will be able 
to offer more services than 
the community league’s cur¬ 
rent office, like day camps, 
pop-up stores, yoga classes 
and community events. 

Buyze said the announce¬ 
ment has been pretty hush- 
hush so far, but hints of the 
new space have been pop¬ 
ping up on the group’s Face- 
book page.

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Republicans open 
up to gun debate 


Taking the first step. 

Gun nnanufacturers 
see shares continue to 
drop as politicians on 
both sides of the aisle 
shift stances following 
Friday's shooting 


Some Republicans now say 
they’re willing to discuss the 
pohtically treacherous issue 
of gun control, along with 
mental-health issues and vio¬ 
lent video games, while U.S. 
President Barack Obama said 
he supports efforts in Congress 
to reinstate an assault-weapon 
ban in the wake of last week’s 
Connecticut school shooting. 

The massacre, one of the 
worst mass shootings in U.S 
history, has rattled the usual 
national dialogue on guns in 
America, where pubhc opin¬ 
ion had shifted against tough¬ 
er gun control in recent years, 
and the gun lobby is a power¬ 


ful political force. 

Obama has long supported 
reinstating the assault-weapon 
ban, which expired in 2004, 
but was quiet on the issue dur¬ 
ing his first term. He has said 
he believes the Constitution’s 
Second Amendment guaran¬ 
tees an individual the right to 
bear arms. 

The president was not ex¬ 
pected to take any formal ac¬ 
tion on guns before the end 
of the year, given the all-con¬ 
suming efforts to resolve tax 
and deficit-reduction talks and 
nominate new cabinet secre¬ 
taries. 

The most powerful sup¬ 
porter of gun owners, the Na¬ 
tional Rifle Association, broke 
its silence Tuesday. After a self- 
imposed media blackout that 
left many wondering how it 
would respond to the killings, 
it said in a statement that its 
members were “shocked, sad¬ 
dened and heartbroken by the 
news of the horrific and sense¬ 
less murders.”

Police, some on horse¬ 
back, went to the school as 
students threw objects and 
jumped on cars, witnesses 
said. 

YouTube footage shows a 


large group scuffling. 

At the high school, one 
girl was hit in the face, an¬ 
other was attacked and 
kicked by four girls, a witness 
told Metro. 

“The teachers cried out 
and there was a panic on 
the whole school. It was so 


sick,” said 17-year old student 
Janina Niemi, who was in 
the canteen when the fracas 
began. 

“I saw one girl being 
kicked in the head. She was 
on the ground, there were 
four against one.” 

Some 27 people were ar¬ 


rested. A 17-year-old girl has 
been taken into custody. The 
girl is suspected of having 
started the Instagram ac¬ 
count.

Nearly two dozen fraternity 
members at a U.S. university 
face hazing-related charges 
after a night of drinking end¬ 
ed in tragedy. 

David Bogenberger, 19, 
was found unresponsive at a 
fraternity house at Northern 
Illinois University on Nov. 2. 

His blood alcohol level 
was about five times the 
legal limit for driving, the 
DeKalb County Coroner’s Of¬ 
fice said. 

The coroner ruled Bogen¬ 
berger’s cause of death was 
cardiac arrhythmia, with al¬ 
cohol intoxication as a con¬ 
tributing cause.

The DeKalb Police Depart¬ 
ment said its investigation 
found the fraternity hosted 
an unsanctioned event that 
wasn’t registered with the 
university or the fraternity’s 
national chapter. 

“The event that night 
involved the pledges (fresh¬ 
men) rotating between sev¬ 
eral rooms in the fraternity 
house, being asked a series 
of questions, and then being 
provided cups of vodka and 
other liquor to drink,” police 
said. 

“This resulted in the 


pledges drinking a large 
quantity of alcohol in about 
a two-hour time period.” 

Police said several other 
pledges reported getting sick 
and passing out due to exces¬ 
sive alcohol consumption. 

Bogenberger’s family 
said they appreciate law-en¬ 
forcement professionals who 
investigated the teenager’s 
death and “seek accountabil¬ 
ity for a horrible event.” 

“Alcohol poisoning claims 
far too many young, healthy 
lives,” the family’s statement 
said. 

Five members of the Pi 
Kappa Alpha fraternity are 
charged with felony hazing, 
while 17 members face mis¬ 
demeanour hazing charges. 

In addition to the charges, 
the university said 31 stu¬ 
dents are accused of violat¬ 
ing the school’s code of con¬ 
duct. Those students could 
face penalties ranging from 
reprimand to expulsion.

Air Canada is jumping into 
the low-cost leisure travel 
market with the launch of its 
new Rouge airline, which will 
begin flying on Canada Day to 
destinations in Europe and the 
Caribbean. 

The airline will start with 
flights from Toronto to Venice 
and Edinburgh — two des¬ 
tinations that currently aren’t 
served by 7\ir Canada — and 
will serve Athens from Toronto 
and Montreal. 

Tfrr Canada’s existing flights 
to Cuba, the Dominican Repub- 
hc, Jamaica and Costa Rica will 
be flown by the discoimt carrier 
from Toronto. 

The destinations are areas 
where demand for leisure 
travel has been growing, said 
Ben Smith, Ak Canada’s chief 
commercial oflicer. But many 


are routes that didn’t generate 
adequate profits under Tfrr Can¬ 
ada’s existing cost structure. 

“The creation of this carrier 
is to assist us in serving many 
destinations that our existing 
model does not work on a com¬ 
petitive basis,” Smith said.

BVO. Drink 
additive is 
safe, Health 
Canada says 

Major soft-drink makers and 
Health Canada say the use of 
brominated vegetable oil in 
Canadian beverages is safe, 
despite a growing movement 
elsewhere to ban its use. 

The additive, which is used 
to cloud and stop separation 
in some drinks, has been 
banned in most of Europe for 
decades and Japan recently 
discontinued its use. However, 
BVO continues to be used in 
popular drinks sold in Canada, 
including some flavours of 
Gatorade, Powerade, Fresca, 
Mountain Dew and Amp 
Energy Drink. 

BVO is classified as a food 
additive, but there is hmited 
knowledge of its composition, 
researchers have said. It does 
contain bromine, which is 
also in flame retardants and 
has been found to build up in 
body hpids. A Health Canada 
spokesman said there are no 
health risks associated with 
BVO when it is used according 
to regulations, which sets out 
that 15 parts per milhon can 
be used in citrus or spruce- 
flavoured beverages.

Facebook isn’t just for goofy 
pictures and silly chatter. 
Whether shoppers Imow it or 
not, their actions online help 
dictate what’s in stores during 


this holiday season. 

After polling customers on 
the social-media site, Macy’s 
decided to carry denim jeans in 
bright neon hues rather than 
pastels. Walmart for the first 
time decided to let customers 
vote on which toys they want 
discounted. 

And to better plan orders for 
the decorative flags she sells, a 
small-business owner in Missis¬ 
sippi is running a contest that 
encourages customers to chime 
in about how they’re decorat¬ 


ing their homes this winter. 

The impact of social media 
on a company’s bottom line is 
tough to quantify, with no hard 
data on how millions of Face- 
book fans and Twitter followers 
translate into sales for stores. 

But during the hohday shop¬ 
ping season, a roughly two- 
month period when retailers 
can make up to 40 per cent of 
their annual revenue, stores are 
imcovering a valuable use for 
all the seemingly useless online 
muttering — market research.

Movies. The classic 
Bill Murray quote 
stands the test of time 
as the latest mid-life 
crisis movie, This is 40 , 
arrives this weekend 



Forty isn’t old, but Leslie 
Mann and Paul Rudd, the 
leads in the new Judd Apatow 
comedy This is 40, are con¬ 
fronting middle age and not 
always liking what they see. 

Mid-life ruts have supplied 
the basis for many movies. 

The best-known age- 
angst film has to be Amer¬ 
ican Beauty. Lester Burnham 
(Kevin Spacey, who won a 
best actor Oscar for his work) 
has a classic case of the mid¬ 
life blues. Depressed, he al¬ 
lows himself to be pushed 
around by his employer and 
his wife and he’s developed 
an unhealthy crush on his 


daughter’s friend. To restart 
his life, he quits his job, 
blackmails his boss and deals 
with his wife’s infidelity. 

“I feel like I’ve been in a 
coma for the past 20 years,” 
he says. “And I’m just now 
waking up.” 

Things don’t work out 
well for Lester, but weather¬ 


man Phil Connors’s (Bill Mur¬ 
ray) mid life crisis has a better 
outcome. 

At the beginning of 
Groundhog Day he’s a drunk, 
suicide prone curmudgeon 
who sums up his outlook like 
this, “I’ll give you a winter 
prediction: It’s gonna be cold, 
it’s gonna be grey, and it’s 


gonna last you for the rest of 
your life.” 

When he starts living the 
same day over and over again, 
however, he begins to see the 
beauty of life. 

Bill Murray is also forced 
to reflect on his existence 
in Broken Flowers, when he 
receives a mysterious letter 


telling him of a son he didn’t 
know about. 

“Well, the past is gone, I 
know that,” he says. “The fu¬ 
ture isn’t here yet, whatever 
it’s going to be. So, all there 

is, is this. The present. That’s 

it. ” 

Mid-life crises aren’t the 
domain of men, however. 

In The Bridges of Madison 
County, Meryl Streep plays 
Francesca, an Iowa house¬ 
wife who shatters the midlife 
doldrums by having a brief 
but meaningful affair with 
National Geographic photog¬ 
rapher Robert Kincaid (played 
by Clint Eastwood). Of her af¬ 
fair she says, “ever34:hing I 
knew to be true about myself 
up until then was gone. I was 
acting like another woman, 
yet I was more myself than 
ever before.” 

The best-loved mid-life 
movie might be Shirley Val¬ 
entine, the bittersweet tale 
of an English housewife who 
leaves her humdrum exist¬ 
ence behind for a happier life 
in the Greek islands. 

“I used to be The Mother,” 
she says. “I used to be The 
Wife. But now I’m Shirley 
Valentine again.”

Paul Banks wants to let you 
in on something: That tennis 
photo is a joke. 

“There’s probably a lot of 
people that see this photo of 
me looking angry, playing 
tennis, and they think that 
I’m serious, or that it’s actual¬ 
ly me doing a shot where I 


think I look cool,” says the In¬ 
terpol singer, who is touring 
to promote his second album 
away from his band. 

“But I’m kind of a disciple 
of Andy Kaufman; I kind of 
like jokes that people don’t 
get. 

“That one-in-10 people 
gets the fact that something 
is wrapped up in humour, 
it’s that much funnier to that 
person and that’s the person 
that’s on my wavelength,” he 
says. 

Banks’s humour has his¬ 
torically gotten lost in the 
mix of a band whose music 
has thrived off a sense of 
cryptic disconnect and whose 
image has most often been 
projected with a cinematic so¬ 


phistication. 

But he says when he is 
working with Interpol guitar¬ 
ist Daniel Kessler, there’s a 
different vibe than with his 
solo material. 

“If Daniel presents this 
incredibly elegant piece of 
music that evokes certain 
sentiments and ideas in me, 
the thing I’m going to gravi¬ 
tate toward is not thinking 
some sportscaster is hot,” he 
says. 

“Whereas when I’m work¬ 
ing on my own things I can 
just be carried by any idea 
that comes to mind.” 

Indeed. 

On his first non-Interpol 
album, 2009’s Julian Plenti is 
... Skyscraper, Banks did rec¬ 


ord a song called Girl on the 
Sporting News. 

This latest album, simply 
entitled Banks, features a few 
tracks that have similarly silly 
premises, but are presented 
in ways that casual listeners 
might take seriously. 

One track in particular 
sounds like an upbeat pop 
song, were it not for him sing¬ 
ing, almost mechanically, “I’ll 
sue you.” 

“You might see that as 
somehow literal,” he says. 
“But that’s a song where I’m 
exploring the mindset of 
someone that I’m totally not. 
... That’s very much like that 
thing that actors say about 
how playing the villain is 
fun.”

Icy wonderland. While 
Santa’s homeland 
might be on our minds 
right now, Antarctica’s 
unspoiled landscape 
beckons travellers

Who owns Antarctica? The 
penguins, of course — several 
million of them (cute little dev¬ 
ils, too). At 1.4 times the size of 
Canada, the seventh continent 
to tick off your bucket list is 
rich with incredible wildlife, 
pristine vistas and amazing his¬ 
tory. With the season stretch¬ 
ing from the end of November 
to the beginning of March, 
and January temps hovering 
at zero aroimd the northern 
part of the Antarctic Peninsula, 
this trip south could be your 
chance to be a real snowbird 
this winter. 

The starting gate 

The expedition begins with an 
overnight in Ushuaia, a small 
city of 65,000 at the bottom 
of Argentina that bills itself 
as the “city at the end of the 
world.” Just a few kilometres 
from Tierra del Fuego National 
Park, it was originally founded 
as a prison colony, and the old 
prison has been converted into 
a museum complex, which in¬ 
cludes a full wing on Antarctica 
itself 

The ship 

Most of the cruise ships that 
serve Antarctica are a smaller 
variety; great for squeezing 
through ice-filled canals. To¬ 
ronto-based Quark Expeditions 
has been ferrying people across 
the notorious Drake Passage 
for 20 years, with a comfort¬ 
ably high guest-to-crew ratio 
and an excellent track record. 
On-board experts share their 
knowledge of ornithology, 
marine biology, zoology and 
geology with insightful talks 
during downtimes on the voy¬ 
age down and back, as well as 
throughout the trip. 

Photography courses help 
guests get that perfect shot, and 
a wellness program includes 
yoga classes and massage ther- 
apy — both great for reheving 
backs left sore from a day of 
hiking and Zodiac boat rides 
aroimd all the icebergs. There 
are cocktail parties and regular 
recaps of the day’s events, and 
the food is top notch — just 
hke on luxury cruises. 

The crowd 

A truly international crowd 
makes this trek — from the 


fleece-clad adventurers to the 
retirees bored with the Carib¬ 
bean to the young marrieds 
getting in some travel miles 
before they start a family. 

“Antarctica captures 

people’s imagination regard¬ 
less of their age, and people 
come with different goals,” 
says Quark expedition leader 
David Wood. “Some are captiv¬ 
ated by penguins, others (are) 
looking for whales. It’s fascin¬ 
ating talking to people about 
what it was that motivated 
them. One fellow had a chance 
to come to an Antarctica base 
to work when he was younger, 
but his wife was having a baby 
and wouldn’t let him go. So 40 
years later, she gave him the 
trip as a gift.” 

Visiting scientists gathering 
data could well accompany you 
on your excursions, and are 
eager to talk about their work. 
Whether guests are gung-ho 
adventure types or a “con¬ 
templative” group that takes 
things easier, there is pretty 
much something for everyone. 
And there are lots of people 
travelling alone, so don’t let 
that stop you. 

The excursions 

After two days at sea, when you 
reach land-ho, out come the 
Zodiac pontoon boats. Twice 
daily spins aroimd the various 
harbours and bays, plus land¬ 
ings on islands that dot the 
Antarctic Peninsula as well as 
the continent itself, make for a 
flurry of activity. Sea kayaking 
is a great way to interact with 
the scenery and cormect with 
the water and the wildhfe. Pen¬ 
guin colonies, secluded bays of 
berg-filled waters, lazy seals on 
thick ice floes, majestic birds, 
gorgeous glacial ice sculptures, 
rocky peaks — the photo ops 
are beyond stunning. Hikes up 
mountains 3 deld breathtaking 
views. 

Guests game enough to 
brave an over-night camping 
trip sleep right on the snowy 
shore in bivvy bags under the 
semi-dark night sky. “It doesn’t 
matter how many documen¬ 
taries you watch, how many 
pictures you see, how many de¬ 
scriptions you hear from other 
people, you are never truly pre¬ 
pared before you see Antarctica 
— and then you are touched,” 
Wood says. 

Essentially, the continent is 
a giant block of rock, covered 
by ice three to four kilometres 
thick. In the winter, Antarctica 
doubles in size with an ice belt 
all around it, which breaks 
apart in the summer. 

The Wildlife 

Within the Antarctic Penin¬ 
sula area, you can see different 
kinds of penguins (including 
the Gentoo, Adehe and Ghin-

strap) and seals (including the 
Weddell, Leopard and Grabeat- 
er). All feed on krill, an algae- 
eating form of crustacean. If 
you’re lucky, a Minke whale 
might follow your boat around 
just to check things out. 

But the penguins are the 
real stars of the show, comical 
and seemingly confused; it’s 
hard to keep a straight face. 
They make a kind of braying 
noise, a combo of honldng 
and cooing, which is all part 
of their courtship ritual. Be¬ 
cause both male and female 
penguins incubate the eggs, it’s 
hard to tell them apart. 

The males build nests of 
stones to attract the females, 
and will mischievously steal 
pebbles from adjacent nests. 
They don’t seem bothered by 
people, and some are curious 
enough to walk right up to you 
if you stand still. 

“But penguins need to have 


the right of way,” says Wood. 

“We want no diversions for 
them — this is their home.” 

You can see other birds fly¬ 
ing alongside the ship, nesting 
in rocky crags or feasting on 
krill at the shoreline: blue-eyed 
shags, Antarctic terns, brown 
skuas, snowy sheathbills and 
numerous varieties of petrels. 

The eco-friendliness 

All Antarctica tour operators 
uphold the same objectives 
to keep the region as pristine 
as possible, following direc¬ 
tives outlined in The Antarctic 
Treaty, which was signed in 
1959. 

Among other things, this 
involves preventing the intro¬ 
duction of non-native species 
to the area, be it plants or dis¬ 
ease. 

Travellers step through a 
disinfecting boot bath getting 
on and off the ship. You leave 
zero evidence of ever having 
stepped on Antarctica, except 
for your footprint. 


If you go... 


• Getting there. Air 
Canada flies to Buenos 
Aires from Toronto every 
day at midnight, via 
Santiago, Chile.

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Roasting chestnuts on an open fire 


Do people really 
roast chestnuts? 

Yes, says linda Grimo of 
Grimo Nut Nursery in Ni- 
agara-on-the-Lake, Out. But 
the easiest way to do them 
is on the barbecue, she says. 
Nuts have been part of the 
hohday tradition for centur¬ 
ies, with both rehgious and 
pagan origins cited by vari¬ 
ous sources. Although cooks 
tend to incorporate them in 
dishes throughout the year, 
they are a staple of hohday 
entertaining. 


There are options 
aside from roasting 

Sauteing peeled chestnuts in 
a hying pan is an alternative 
to barbecuing. If you boil 
them briefly first, the nuts 
will “pop right out” of the 
skin, says Grimo. She cooks 
them in butter for at least 
10 minutes, adding sugar to 
caramelize them for a sweet 
treat or garlic or onions if 
she wants to add them to 
vegetable or meat dishes.

Storage 

Store-bought nuts in the sheU 
or in jars can be stored at 
room temperature, but freshly 
harvested nuts have a high 
moisture content and need to 
dry out. Grimo advises people 
who pick black walnuts, for ex¬ 
ample, to hang them in a bur¬ 
lap sack in the furnace room 
for three weeks, preferably 
with a small fan near them to 
circulate air through the bag. 
Ghestnuts are the exception 
and should always be stored in 
the refrigerator. 


The weigh in 

Nuts are very good for us, 
says dietitian Doug Gook, 
and since they all have dif¬ 
ferent nutrients in var 3 dng 
degrees, eating a variety is 
best. Ounce for ounce, nuts 
contain between 150 and 
200 calories. The number of 
servings per person should 
depend on age, activity level 
and body weight, the Can¬

Beat in salt, vanilla. 

5 . Remove the bowl from 
mixer. Use spatula to stir 
in one-third of the whipped 
cream until incorporated.

6 . Ganache: In bowl, place 
chopped chocolate. Set 
aside.

Trip 
to Ufa, Russia, just one 
more obstacle on road 
to world championship 


The puck drop for Canada’s 
first three games at the world 
junior hockey championship in 
Russia is 2:30 a.m. MST. 

Host city Ufa is 10 to 14 
hours ahead of the Canadian 
players’ body clocks, depending 
on what part of the country 
they’re from. A Canadian jim- 
ior team hasn’t travelled this 
far, or crossed this many time 
zones, since the 2001 tourna¬ 
ment in Moscow. Ufa is another 
1,160 kilometres and two time 
zones to the southeast. 

Jet lag and travel fatigue wiU 
be major challenges, barriers as 
significant on the road to gold 
as the Russians, Swedes and 
Americans.

The accepted rule is it takes 
a day for every hour of time dif¬ 
ference to adapt. Samuels aims 
to accelerate the adjustment.

tion than jet lag, he says, but for 
athletes who travel to far-flimg 
places a lot, it can be damaging 
to performance. The cumula¬ 
tive effects of extensive travel 
fatigue the body and mind. 
Even though the Canadian 
team is only travelling to Ufa 
once, the distance and time on 
planes can catch up with them.

Subaru’s Baja, which was 
available in Canada from 
2003 to 2006, was called a 
‘crossover’ vehicle — and 
featured four doors, roof-rails 
and a truck-bed in back. A 
trap door could be opened be¬ 
tween the bed and passenger 
compartment, allowing for 
extended length cargo to be 
accommodated. 

BAJA’S cabin was available 
with leather, a sunroof, CD 
player and aluminum trim, 
so owners after a luxurious 
and flexible hauler will like¬ 
ly be impressed.

Common Issues 


A rough idle could indicate an 
oil-flow problem on turbo¬ 
charged engines, caused by a 
clogged screen in an oil con¬ 
nection. Automatic transmis¬ 
sions could have a leak at the 
transmission stud, which pre¬ 
sents itself as a blood-red fluid 
apparent near the engine’s oil 
Alter.

crucial parts for damage or 
abuse. Any leaks, scrapes, 
dents or excessive rust can be 
called into pricing negotia¬ 
tions. While there, a mechanic 
can check for the performance 
of any recall-related work, 
in this case dealing with the 
water pump pulley, a loosely- 
mounted oil-control valve and 
a defective ‘park rod’ in the 
automatic transmission. 


Engine 


Power came from a 2.5 litre 
boxer engine, developing 165 
horsepower driving ^ four 
wheels via a four- 
speed automatic or 
flve-speed manual 
gearbox. After the 
first year of sales, a turbo¬ 
charged engine was available 
with 210 horsepower. 


What owners like 


Turbocharged perform¬ 
ance, relative ftiel efficiency, 
flexibility, rarity and ‘cool 
factor’ were all 
highly rated, as was 
performance in 
snowy or shppeiy 
conditions. 


What owners dislike 


Sluggish performance on 
automatic/non-turbo models, 
a small bed and seating for 
only four occupants 
were among the 
most common com¬ 
plaints. 


Verdict 


Many pickups and SUVs 
lai^er and thirstier than the 
Baja have a mile-long list of 
concerns and recalls to watch 
out for, so if Baja’s right for 
you (and you can find one), buy 
confidently if the model checfo 
out mechanically.

1 still have the two slot 
cars that came with the 
set — an original Ford Mus¬ 
tang Fastback and a Chevro¬ 
let Corvette Stingray Coupe.

Ford attempts to grow car from roots up 


Driving Force. 

Automakers are 
experimenting with 
bio-materials for car 
parts and the green 
trend is picking up speed

Along with food, many farm¬ 
ers are growing car parts 
these days. 

Not directly, of course, 
but several automakers are 
experimenting with plant 
materials, including Ford, 
which operates a Bio-Materi¬ 
als Lab at its Research and 
Advanced Engineering Cen¬ 
ter in Dearborn, Mich.

for the last 12 years on re¬ 
placing petroleum products 
with bio-materials,” says 
Debbie Mielewski, technical 
leader for plastics research. 
“People originally laughed at 
us until oil hit $100 a barrel, 
since there are 300 pounds 
(136 kg) of plastic in each 
vehicle.” 

The earliest work was on 
foam made with soybean 
oil. The first examples were 
too brittle, but researchers 


finally came up with a vi¬ 
able product made with 40 
per cent plant oil. It was in¬ 
itially used for seats in the 
2007 Mustang, and is now 
found in every vehicle made 
in North America. “It saves 
five million pounds of oil 
every year,” Mielewski says. 
“We’re now working on re¬ 
cycled soy foam, and we’re 
having some success with 
that.” 

Currently, the lab is ex¬ 
perimenting with such 
things as rice hulls, coconut 
shells, and other agricultural 
waste. But it isn’t enough 
just to add new materials 
to plastic, and researchers 
have to look at a wide range 
of issues, including how the 
composite handles extreme 
heat or cold, how strong it is, 
and if it can be produced on 
a large scale. The team even 
has to consider such things 


as whether people with plant 
allergies have any reaction to 
the finished plastic. 

The seasonal nature of 
agriculture must also be 
considered, and there has 
to be a steady supply of the 
bio-material. Some crops also 
have to be rejected because 
industrial use would infringe 
on food production. 

In addition to plant prod¬ 
ucts, the lab also looks at 
new uses for recycled ma¬ 
terials. It has had success 
with shredded soft drink 
bottles, which are turned 
into carpets and with denim 
waste from jean produc¬ 
tion, which is made into 
carpetbackingandinsulation. 
The researchers are even 
considering paper money, 
which the U.S. Mint shreds 
and sends to landfills when it 
gets too worn, as an ingredi¬ 
ent in composite plastic.

Ecology, speed, style and fan¬ 
tasy ^ey’re just a few trade¬ 
marks that help define the 
pomp of the Los Angeles Auto 
Show every year when this 
important event Idcks-off the 
North American auto show 
season. 

For 10 days each fall — Nov 
30 to Dec. 9 this year — the LA. 
Convention Center becomes 
center stage for a broad spec¬ 
trum of model debuts and a 
lineup of vehicles designed to 
impress a diverse California 
consumer base from wealthy 
movie stars to eco warriors. In 
2011, more than 920,000 en¬ 
thusiast and potential buyers 
attended the L.A. show, leaving 
it second only to the Detroit 
Auto Show in importance to 
the North American auto in¬ 
dustry. 

The 2012 LA show didn’t 
necessarily feature the piz¬ 
zazz from recent years. Vehicle 
improvements seemed to out¬ 
weigh any groundbreaking 
innovations. But a clear manu¬ 
facturer focus during a critical 
time for the industry raised the 
stakes at a show that always 
provides a sneak peak into 
consumer interest and sales 
projections. 

Even with sagging econ¬ 
omies crippling new-car sales 


in Europe and China, auto¬ 
makers from arormd the world 
debuted more than 50 new 
models in LA., all trying to cap¬ 
italize on a growing consumer 
confidence and improving 
economy here in North Amer¬ 
ica. 

According to a story in the 
Orange County Register daily 
newspaper, Cahfomia accounts 
for more than 10 per cent of 
the 14 million vehicles sold 
each year in the United States. 
And with a demographic built 
on green — of both the income 
and the eco variety — the LA. 
Auto Show is the perfect plat¬ 
form for automakers to allure 
potential buyers. 

What’s going on out there? 


Many of the models may have 
changed, but the West Coast 
message remains the same: In 
terms of luxury, technology, 
styling and efficiency, more is 
never too much. Sports cars 
are faster, fuel efficiency is 
better, battery range is longer, 
emissions are lower, technol¬ 
ogy is easier and all of these 
advancements were featiued 
on stages throughout the 2012 
show. 

From the sexy look of the 
2014 Jaguar XFR-S to the in¬ 
triguing 2014 Mazda6 clean- 
burning diesel — the first non- 
German powered diesel sedan 
to hit U.S. soil in 30 years — the 
LA. menu lived up to its bilhng 
as both diverse and eclectic, 
featuring more than 1,000 of 


the latest vehicles. 

Luxury is more of a neces¬ 
sity than a frill in and around 
Holl37wood. And with growing 
demand in the upscale-sedan 
class, the gas-sipping 2013 
Audi A8 diesel and its 36 m.p.g, 
along with the tech-heavy 2014 
Honda Acura RLX, were two 
headliners looking for consum¬ 
er love during the LA. show. 

For speed freaks, Mercedes 
Benz brought its 2014 SLS 
AMG Black Series prototype, 
where 622 horsepower takes 
you to 100 k/h from rest in 
3.5 seconds. Down the hall, 
Porsche grabbed some atten¬ 
tion with its new 2014 Cayman 
model, a leaner yet meaner 
version that rockets to 100 
km/h in 4.4 seconds. 


How does the future look? 


Air quality — or lack thereof — 
and a more eco-conscious life¬ 
style on the left coast made the 
debuts of several gas-electric 
hybrids and plug-in vehicles 
an important battleground for 
automakers.

I’m a Northern Ontario boy 
living in the land of Dodge 
Ram 2500s, Ford Super Du- 
tys and CMC Sierra HDs. 
People up here love their 
diesel-powered torque, low- 
range gearing and tens of 
thousands of pounds of tow¬ 
ing capacity. 

The Honda Ridgeline is 
a truck with none of these 
attributes — and one con¬ 
sidered “less” of a truck by 
many of my misinformed, 
diesel-burning friends. 

Face it, guys. Driving a 
Ford Super Duty to the gro¬ 
cery store, baseball game 
or mall is a massive waste 
of fuel. At least it’ll make 
quick work of towing that 
utility trailer a few times a 
year, eh? 

Ridgeline only comes 
with a V6. It’s decent on fuel 
and as powerful as anyone 


needs. It’s 4x4 system is, 
usually, front-wheel drive. 
It’s got a smallish box. 

But, if you don’t regu¬ 
larly need the services of a 
great big towing rig, it’s a 
truck that makes plenty of 
sense. Moreso if you have a 
family, love camping, own 
a four-legged friend or two, 
or like to partake in out¬ 
door sports. 

A clever, flexible design 
ideology lies at the Ridge¬ 
line’s functional core. 

The large rear seats offer 
heaps of room for two or 
three full-sized adults and 
have a generous storage 
space beneath them, help¬ 
ing occupants stay organ¬ 
ized. And those rear seats 
flip up and out of the way in 
about three seconds, creat¬ 
ing a large cargo area that’ll 
securely accept a bike or 
two, a flat-screen TV, a few 
golden retrievers, or a load 
of groceries. Or some of the 
above and a passenger, if 
you leave one of the seats in 
its “seat” position. 

The box is short — but 
adequate for a dirt bike, 
motorcycle or a small quad. 
The firewall at the front of 


the bed has built-in notches 
for holding tires in place, 
which work with tie-downs 
to make securing two¬ 
wheeled toys a breeze. 

The tailgate opens out, 
like a door, or downwards, 
like a tailgate, too. Four 
lights illuminate the bed as 
needed. It’s full of clever, 
thoughtful touches. Under¬ 
neath, Ridgeline’s famous 
“under-bed compartment” 
adds a trunk similar in cap¬ 
acity to that of a mid-sized 
car. It’s lockable, water¬ 
proof, and is illuminated 
and drainable. 

If you’ve got, say, three 
buddies and two dirtbikes 
along for the ride, other 
gear can be kept out of the 
way in this “truck trunk” 
without chewing up inter¬ 
ior space or being tossed 
around in the box. 

Soggy life jackets, gro¬ 
ceries, ice and beverages, 
coolers, firewood, sandy 
beach towels and the like 
all found a home in here on 
my test dive. Hose it out at 
the coin wash when you’re 
done. 

Ridgeline is also com¬ 
fortable, rides like a big car.

and isn’t a giant, impos¬ 
ing, clumsy, thirsty thing 
to drive. It’s almost like a 
minivan — but cooler and 
more capable and without 
the jokes. That’s a good 
thing for many. 

Honda’s hit the mark 
here with a truck that’s 
perfect for what 99 per cent 
of pickup owners use their 
trucks for 99 per cent of the 
time. 

I came away from my 
test wondering if I’d ever 
driven a vehicle so handy 
and flexible.

Common Issues 


Check for proper operation of the 
external temperature readout, cli¬ 
mate control system, audio head- 
unit and all door-mounted con¬ 
trols, including the power locks, 
mirrors and windows. Ditto prop¬ 
er operation from the remote key 
fobs. Look for any “Check Engine” 
lights or warning messages, too. 

Note that a humming sound 
or vibration, particularly from 
the rear of the vehicle at low 
to moderate speeds, could be 
a symptom of a problem with 
the All Wheel Drive (AWD) 
system, if so equipped. Note any 


harsh shifting or slipping from 
models equipped with the auto¬ 
matic transmission, too. 

Some owners report misfiring, 
lumpy acceleration and hesitation 
in some situations, which may 
be caused by using non Volvo- 
recommended replacement spark 
plugs or fueling with ‘regular’ 
grade gasoline instead of pre¬ 
mium. 

Finally, most shoppers should 
avoid any used model with exten¬ 
sive modifications, especially to 
the engine or turbocWger sys¬ 
tem.
